Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  inhabitants  and  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  for  the 
year  1960. 

As  in  previous  years  I have  included  a shortened  report  on  the 
personal  health  services  carried  out  in  the  district  under  my  super- 
vision on  behalf  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  added 
explanatory  comments  where  necessary. 

Bentley-with-Arksey  Parish  became  an  Urban  District  50  years 
ago,  on  the  31st  March,  1911  and  some  interesting  comparisons  can 
be  made  of  conditions  in  1911  and  in  1960  by  reference  to  the 
Annual  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  these  years.

In  concluding  his  First  Annual  Report  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  Dr.  Dunne,  said,  “the  Council  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
very  satisfactory  progress  which  has  been  made  in  bringing  the 
district  into  a state  of  sanitary  efficiency”.  When  one  looks  at 
Bentley-with-Arksey  today,  its  sanitary  circumstances,  its  housing 
estates,  its  various  activities  for  the  welfare  of  the  inhabitants,  its 
satisfactory  vital  statistics  which  show  a high  level  of  health  and  well 
being  of  the  inhabitants,  then  the  succeeding  Councillors  to  the  first 
nine  elected  in  1911  can  be  congratulated. 

The  vital  statistics  for  1960  show: — 

1.  An  increase  of  the  population  by  220  according  to  the  Registrar 
General.  (It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  1961  Census  gives 
Bentley  a population  of  22,952,  an  increase  of  a further  632). 

2.  The  Birth  Rate  was  slightly  increased. 

3.  One  woman  died  in  childbirth. 

4.  The  number  of  deaths  was  slightly  reduced. 

5.  The  number  of  infants  dying  under  one  year  was  reduced  from 
13  to  9. 

6.  Measles  was  the  main  infectious  disease  notified. 

7.  There  was  no  case  of  Poliomyelitis. 

8.  There  was  a reduction  in  the  number  of  notifications  of 
Tuberculosis. 

With  regard  to  Tuberculosis,  it  is  interesting  to  quote  a prop- 
hetic paragraph  from  a very  early  report  of  Dr.  Dunne.  “Tuber- 
culosis— a word  of  warning.  So  many  optimistic  and  misleading 
statements  are  being  made  about  curing  Tuberculosis  with  a few 
weeks  residence  in  a Sanatorium  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
must  warn  the  public  against  disappointment  which  will  follow  as 
these  prove  erroneous.  Advances  must  be  slow,  mistakes  will  be 
made,  methods  of  treatment  will  be  tested  and  perhaps  abandoned. 
The  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  will  diminish  but  there  is  a danger 
that  the  public  will  lose  confidence  if  results  do  not  immediately 
follow.  We  have  many  years  to  wander  in  the  wilderness  before  we 
reach  the  promised  land”. 


With  modern  methods  of  treatment  the  incidence  of  Tuber- 
culosis has  now  greatly  diminished,  the  dread  of  “consumption”  is 
a thing  of  the  past,  modern  drugs  can  now  cope  with  the  germs 
which  cause  Tuberculosis  and  the  promised  land  is  now  much  more 
of  a reality. 

With  the  death  of  Dr.  Penman  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
reviewed  the  Divisional  Health  Services  around  Doncaster  and  to 
my  two  authorities  Bentley-with-Arksey  and  Adwick-le-Street  were 
added  Doncaster  Rural  District  and  Tickhill  Urban  District. 

One  very  important  Act — The  Caravan  Act — came  into  opera- 
tion in  September,  1960.  The  requirements  of  this  Act  should  go 
a long  way  to  regularising  caravan  sites,  the  licensing  of  such  sites, 
the  provision  of  proper  sanitary  accommodation,  washing  facilities 
etc. 


Mr.  J.  T.  Briggs,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  retired  dur- 
ing the  year  and  many  tributes  were  paid  to  him  by  Councillors  ana 
Colleagues  for  the  excellent  work  he  did  for  this  Council  during  his 
29  years  of  office.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  deputy,  Mr.  L.  Hay. 

As  usual  my  sincere  thanks  go  to  the  Health  Department  staff 
for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year  and  to  all  members, 
professional  and  clerical,  of  the  staff  of  the  Divisional  Office. 

In  conclusion.,  Mr.  Chairman,  may  I thank  you  and  all  members 
of  the  Council  for  your  help  and  courteous  reception  throughout  the 
year.

COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 
Population  and  Birth  Rate 

The  Registrar  General’s  figures  continue  to  show  a small  increase 
in  the  population,  from  22,100  to  22,320. 

The  Birth  Rate  also  showed  an  increase,  there  being  481  births 
compared  with  433  in  1959. 

There  were  33  illegitimate  live  births  compared  with  18  in  1959. 
The  Moral  Welfare  Committee  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Doncaster 
and  Rotherham  continues  to  be  most  helpful  in  these  cases,  and 
arranges,  with  financial  assistance  from  the  West  Riding  County 
Council,  accommodation  for  unmarried  mothers  in  their  Homes  when 
requested.

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  showed  an  appreciable  reduction, 
there  being  nine  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  giving  a 
rate  of  18.7,  compared  with  thirteen  in  1959  giving  a rate  of  30.02. 
The  rate  of  18.7  also  compared  favourably  with  that  of  21.7  for 
England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  deaths  fell  by  3 to  196,  giving  a crude  death 
rate  of  8.8  Deaths  from  Cancer  fell  from  41  in  1959  to  32  in  1960, 
and  of  these,  9 males  died  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung.  Heart  Diseases 
and  associated  diseases  continue  to  be  the  commonest  cause  of  death, 
there  being  72  such  cases  compared  with  66  in  1959.  There  was 
3 deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  1 death  from  other  forms 
of  Tuberculosis. 

There  was  one  death  associated  with  childbirth.

3.  Home  Nursing 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  was  fully  staffed  during  the  year 
and  is  now  adequate  for  all  demands  on  this  service.  The  nurses 
work  under  the  direction  of  the  general  practitioners  and  the  tables 
show  an  increasing  use  of  this  service.  Increasingly  home  nursing  is 
required  for  the  aged  chronic  sick,  and  this  not  only  requires  skilled 
nursing  but  also  taxes  the  physical  strength  of  the  nurses. 

The  use  of  a surgery  in  the  centre  of  Bentley  by  the  nurses  for 
dressings,  injections,  etc.,  continues  to  serve  a most  useful  purpose. 
This  surgery  is  open  Monday  to  Friday  at  2 p.m.,  Saturday 
11.30  a.m.  and  on  most  Sundays  by  appointment.

4.  Home  Helps 

This  Division  has  been  allocated  the  equivalent  of  27.28  full 
time  home  helps,  plus  the  equivalent  of  0.5  full  time  home  helps 
from  the  central  pool.  During  the  year  86  part  time  home  helps 
were  employed,  and  the  accompanying  table  shows  the  work  done.

G Welfare  ol  the  Aged 

This  service  is  sponsored  by  the  Bentley-with-Arksey  Council 
and  the  Committee  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Aged,  consists  of  member;, 
of  that  authority  together  with  persons  interested  in  tfie  welfare  of 
the  aged.  Since  its  inception  this  Committee  has  raised  funds  and 
gradually  widened  the  scope  of  its  activities.  These  services,  which 
are  all  free  to  the  old  people,  have  been  administered  from  the  Public 
Health  Department,  and  the  activities  during  the  year  have  been 
as  detailed  below. 

(a)  Chiropody  Service 

Since  the  West  Riding  County  Council  commenced  reimburse- 
ment of  expenses  incurred  in  the  operation  of  this  scheme  it  has 
been  possible  to  extend  the  number  of  clinics  considerably,  as  will  be 
seen  from  the  annual  figures.  The  figures  for  1959  are  given  as  a 
comparison. 

In  addition  to  aged  persons  the  service  has  been  extended  to 
include  expectant  mothers  and  physically  handicapped  persons.  A 
maximum  of  six  treatments  a year  is  allowed  on  the  recommendation 
of  a doctor,  health  visitor,  home  nurse  etc.  Domiciliary  visits  con- 
tinued as  in  the  past.

(b)  Meals 

The  scheme  continued  on  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years. 
An  average  of  eleven  aged  persons  are  able  to  have  a meal  prepared 
for  them  by  the  Home  Help  once  a week.  The  food  is  collected 
and  cooked  by  the  Home  Help  and  the  meal  consists  of  fish  or  meat 
and  vegetables.  In  addition  half  a pint  of  milk  is  supplied  on  the 
meal  day. 

During  the  year  585  meals  were  supplied. 
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(c)  Laundry 

(i)  The  special  price  of  1/-  per  blanket  offered  by  the  manage- 
ment of  the  local  laundry  at  the  commencement  of  this  scheme  was 
again  obtained.  This  service  is  free  to  the  old  people;  the  cost  being 
borne  by  the  Committee.  Twenty-eight  blankets  were  laundered 
during  the  year. 

Blankets  can  be  loaned  from  the  Public  Health  Department  if 
required  whilst  blankets  are  away  at  the  laundry. 

(ii)  The  laundry  in  the  Recreation  Room,  The  Homestead  is 
operated  for  a maximum  of  six  hours  a week.  Linen  from  incontinent 
patients  is  dealt  with  immediately  and  recommendations  are  from  the 
Home  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors.  This  service  is  appreciated  both 
by  the  patients  and  the  nurses,  as  such  linen  has  always  been  a 
problem. 

(d)  Christmas  Gifts 

This  scheme  was  once  again  extended  for  Christmas  1960,  and 
370  aged  persons,  an  increase  of  220  over  the  previous  year,  each 
received  a parcel  containing :- 


1 pkt.  biscuits 
1 tin  cream 
1 tin  salmon 


2 tins  fruit 
1 tin  milk 
Five  shillings 


In  addition  to  the  Christmas  parcels  distributed  by  this  Com- 
mittee other  organisations  issuing  gifts  requested  assistance  with 
names.  As  there  was  no  duplication  of  names  the  total  number  of 
persons  in  the  district  receiving  a gift  was  430. 

(e)  Extra  Comforts 

During  the  year  one  person  was  supplied  with  extra  comforts 
in  the  form  of  clothing. 

(f)  Wardens  Scheme 

The  8 wardens  appointed  to  visit  the  aged  persons  houses  and 
bungalows  at  Scawthorpe  and  The  Homestead  continued  to  carry  out 
their  duties  efficiently  and  conscientiously.  Each  warden  has  a list 
of  duties  and  conditions  and  reports  are  submitted  to  the  Health 
Department  of  anything  required  to  improve  the  well  being  or  com- 
fort of  these  old  people.  In  an  emergency  the  warden  can  seek 
medical  advice  and  each  one  has  a telephone  installed  in  her  home. 
A simple  card  index  system  is  kept  for  each  person,  showing  next 
of  kin,  religion  etc. 

(g)  Visits  to  the  Aged  - School  Children 

The  pupils  of  a Scawthorpe  school  intimated  their  willingness 
to  visit  any  aged  person  living  in  the  Scawthorpe  bungalows.  A list 
was  compiled  of  persons  wishing  to  be  included  in  this  scheme  and 
visits  arc  now  made  to  these  old  people  bv  the  children  in  their 
lunch  hour.  No  specific  reason  is  required  for  the  visit  but  anv

errands  which  may  be  required  are  carried  out  by  the  children.  The 
following  work  of  particular  note  has  been  carried  out  to  date: — 

2 bungalows  decorated 
1 garden  cultivated 

The  scheme  is  still  in  its  infancy  but  the  “community  spirit”  of 
the  pupils  is  to  be  greatly  admired  and  fostered. 

(h)  Recreation  Room 

Since  the  opening  of  this  room  on  the  2nd  December,  1959, 
its  use  by  the  old  people  has  gradually  increased.  The  centre,  which 
is  extremely  well  furnished  including  a 17”  two  channel  television 
set,  consists  of  a large  room,  kitchen,  laundry  and  small  spare  room. 

The  Sub-Committee  responsible  for  the  activities  continued  its 
good  work  and  organised  the  first  Christmas  Party  which  was  an 
outstanding  success. 

(i)  General 

All  the  schemes  have  been  extended  during  the  year,  some  only 
slightly  but  in  particular  the  Chiropody  Scheme  has  been  almost 
doubled.  Domiciliary  visits  are  still  most  difficult  to  arrange  owing 
to  the  time  factor.  The  amount  of  work  involved  has,  accordingly, 
been  increased  but  this  is  of  minor  importance  compared  with  the 
value  and  appreciation  each  service  receives. 

It  is  proposed  to  extend  the  Wardens  Service  still  further  to 
include  the  bungalows  in  course  of  erection  at  Redbourne  Road,  and 
to  appoint  relief  wardens  to  cover  the  holiday  and  sickness  periods. 
Approval  to  implement  this  scheme  has  been  received  from  the  West 
Riding  County  Council. 

Discussions  are  also  taking  place  regarding  the  erection  of  a 
recreation  room  in  Queens  Drive  on  similar  lines  to  the  room  in  The 
Homestead,  but  incorporating  living  accommodation  for  the  warden 
who  will  eventually  be  employed  to  cover  the  proposed  bungalows.

8.  Mental  Health  Service 


This  service,  with  the  new  provisions  in  the  Mental  Health  Act, 
started  expansion  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Mental  Health 
Act  1959  came  into  operation  in  November,  1960  and  the  effect  of 
this  Act  is: — 

(a)  To  alter  the  classification  of  mental  disorders  and  the 
methods  of  admission  to  hospital 

(b)  To  emphasize  the  importance  of  retaining  within  the 
general  community,  whenever  possible,  persons  who  are 
temporarily  or  even  permanently  disordered,  and 

(c)  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  rehabilitation  and  after 


care. 


Three  Mental  Welfare  Officers  have  been  appointed  to  this 
Division  and  Division  29  (Thome)  and  General  Practitioners  have 
been  notified  as  to  their  availability  during  the  day  and  of  the  rota 
for  night  duty  and  weekends. 

So  far  the  scheme  is  working  smoothly  and  the  change  over  has 
caused  very  little  difficulty. 

Training  Centre 

The  pupils  at  this  centre  are  conveyed  by  three  buses  from  the 
surrounding  areas  and  a mid-day  meal  is  provided  through  the  school 
meals  service. 

The  Christmas  Concert  and  open  days  were  very  well  attended 
by  parents  and  friends,  and  there  was  a general  expression  of  appre- 
ciation of  the  work  carried  out  at  this  centre  by  a very  enthusiastic 


staff. 


The  main  activities  in  the  senior  section  are  rug  making,  simple 
carpentry,  gardening  and  basketwork  In  the  junior  section  the  activi- 
ties are  in  the  main  speech  training,  singing,  music,  dancing,  handi- 
crafts, physical  training  and  table  manners.

Tuberculosis 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925,  or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 

During  the  year  there  were  three  deaths  attributed  to  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  giving  a rate  of  0.13  per  1,000  population  and  one  death 
attributed  to  Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis,  giving  a rate  of  0.04. 

Fourteen  new  cases  were  notified  compared  with  twenty-four 
in  1959.

Care  and  After-Care  of  Tuberculosis 

A special  Committee  for  this  purpose  has  been  established  for 
some  years.  The  Committee  consists  of  lay  members  and  representa- 
tives of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  Doncaster  and  district. 
Financial  assistance  is  given  to  the  Committee  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  and  the  Doncaster  County  Borough. 

It  has  been  possible  to  help  many  cases  with  clothing,  bedding 
etc.  This  Committee  carries  out  most  useful  work  and  the  advice 
of  the  special  Health  Visitors  for  Tuberculosis  is  always  available. 

The  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  continues  to  prove  a most 
valuable  link  between  the  Consultant  at  the  Chest  Clinic  and  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Background  reports  are  submitted  to 
each  officer,  and  this  home  visiting  enables  the  Chest  Physician  to 
be  assured  that  his  advice  is  being  carried  out.  It  also  enables  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  consider  the  housing  conditions  and  if 
these  can  be  improved  the  Bentley  Council  is  always  most  willing  to 
help. 

The  County  Council  also  provides  free  milk  up  to  two  pints  per 
day  to  cases  recommended  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer.  During  the 
year  12  cases  received  this  extra  nourishment.
